Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 47-62 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner 's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 47, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious the claimed invention for the reasons set forth on page 4 of the previous Office action 

As to independent claim 57, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method for measuring a Raman signal of tissue wherein the fiber or 
fibers for collecting light have substantially no Raman signal in one or more parts of the 2500- 
3700 cm" 1 spectral region and the signal analysis unit analyses the recorded Raman signal in one 
or more parts of the 2500-3700 cm" 1 spectral region, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. 

As to independent claim 60, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious a method for producing and measuring a Raman signal of tissue wherein the fiber or 
fibers for collecting light having substantially no Raman signal in one or more parts of the 2500-3700 
cm" 1 spectral region and wherein the signal detection unit records the Raman signal in the spectral region, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
